question of lack of water has become
a serious problem.

Therefore, the imperntive neces-
sity of conserving and increasing the
water supply Is seen; secondly, it is
admitted that it is requisite to build
n new pipe line, in whole or in part.

Questions of detail now arise, It
is an important matter to determine
whether steel or wrought iron pipes
shall be used; it is also important
to determine whether all or only a
part of the work shall be done at
once; or whether all of the work can
be safely postpomed for a year. It
I8 thought there is a chance of iron
and steel becoming cheaper, especial
ly if the tariff is -lowered, and this
question of the tariff will be definite-
ly settled within the next 60 days
